Acheson a copy of a reply from 
Soviet Prime Minister Stalin, con- 
tending that the admission of Com- 
munist China into the UN is an 
essential step toward ending the 
Korean war. 
Nehru 
also called 


for the seating of

China, which has been recognized 
by India, 'and for the return of 
Russia to the Security Council. 


In a second message to Stalin 


today, the Indian prime minister 
called the Russian reply "encour- 
aging" and said he was contacting 
"the other governments concern- 
ed."

• expected" to -insist" "on their pre- 
vious condition-that negotiation for 
a Korean settlement be preceded 
by a return of North Korean forces 
to their own territory north of the 
38th parallel.

tions. In drafting the reply, Ach- 
eson had the delicate 'problem of 
avoiding any peril of alienating 
Nehru and India without comprom- 
' ising the firm American "rock 
bottom" terms for settlement of 
the Korean crisis. 


In responding to Nehru the 


State Department considered the 
unusual device of two notes or a 
single note plus a statement detail- 
ing the U. S. position. Because 
Nehru's note was brief and in gen- 
eral terms, diplomatic authorities 
said protocol demanded that the 
American reply likewise be brief 
but Acheson wanted to make full 
use of the opportunity to stress 
American and U. N. aims for the 
sake of world opinion.

Wiiich permits communities to con- 
tinue federal control after Decem- 
ber 31, if they choose.

that date, federal rent control ends 
in the community which fails to 
act on December 31. 


He added that the Erie rent of- 


fice is busy carrying on the admin- 
istration of rent controls here 
under provisions of the new law, 
which continue substantially as 
they were before the right and 
obligations of tenants and land- 
lords under the control act.

CONGRESS AND STATEHOOD BILLS 
Notwithstanding the Korean war, Congress is still 


planning to go home August 1. This being an election 
year the intention is understandable; but it is hardly wise 
or practical. 


With every passing day it becomes clearer that the 


war in Korea is not to be a brief affair. Already President 
Truman is seeking more money to wage it. Even if the 
fighting doesn't spread to other areas, he may want to 
come in at any time with requests for still more money, 
controls on the civilian economy, more extensive manpower 
mobilization. 


Moreover, the new demands thus far submitted are 


causing congressional leaders to condense their schedule 
and squeeze out legislation that deserves attention at thi* 
session. 


A prime example is afforded by the House-approved 


bills providing statehood for Hawaii and Alaska. Recently 
these measures were endorsed by the Senate Interior Af- 
fairs Committee. 
Chances of ultimate enactment are 


strong right now. 


Much congressional time and taxpayers* money already 


hat been spent in advancing the statehood proposals thus 
far. They've been kicking around Capitol Hill for years 
and this is the closest they have ever come to final 
adoption. 


It would be not only a foolish waste but a toying with 


tho country's security to let this legislation die at this 
..point. Both Hawaii and Alaska are vital defense outposts 


•. in the Pacific, the area most immediately threatened by 


the Korean war. Were the two territories woven more 
tightly into the national fabric, the likelihood is they'd get 
better protection. 


General Eisenhower and many others have called 


attention to the weakness of Alaskan defenses. 
Hawaii 


is better off, but hardly in ideal shape. 


Senators don't want to take the bills up because they're 


controversial and debate would be long. What this really 
means is that Congress is taking a politics-as-usual ap- 
proach to the Korean war, and simply doesn't wish to 
spoil its plans for getting back home to begin campaign- 
ing. 


Naturally nobody likes to have his plans upset. Our 


armed forces fighting in Korea undoubtedly were happier 
living the relatively soft life of occupation troops in Japan. 
But they had no choice. And if Congress wants to measure 
up in this emergency, its course of duty is also plain. 


Let the lawmakers recess for several weeks in Sep- 


tember-and October when the hot campaigning develops. 
But .otherwise they ought to stick to their posts. 


MUST EXACT LAWFUL VENGEANCE 
The war in Korea is less than a month old, but al- 


ready we've had the first report of atrocities committed 
against American soldiers. 
Knowing the contempt for 


human life which Communists display everywhere, we 
really shouldn't be surprised. The Reds live by a creed 
of brutality. 


It will not always be easy for our own men to resist 


the temptation to reply in kind. War breeds brutality, and 
soldiers who see their comrades murdered cannot help but 
boil with indignation. 


Yet the answer to any crimes the North Koreans may 


commit lies in a different realm. World War II set the 
pattern. We must document these atrocities carefully and 
completely. The guilty enemy soldiers must be found and 
brought to justice in the same fashion as were the Nazi 
and Jap war criminals. 


The lessons of the German and Japanese war crimes 


trials apparently have not been taken to heart by the 
Communists. We shall have to instruct them, personally. 
This we must now resolve to do. And we must inform 
'them over and over again, by radio and leaflet, what fate 
awaits the man who descends to such levels. 


The Council committee in charge of compiling an olr.cial 


list of Warren County men and women who made the 
supreme sacrifice in World War II has discovered that 
many names carried in the article Monday were not from 
Warren county, but relatives of local residents. It is re- 
quested that persons having information regarding such 
casualties make a note of same on the coupon printed 
for the purpose and mail them in.

WASHINGTON COLUMN 


Background Given of New AEC 
Chairman and Commissioners

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Behind President Truman's appointment 
" of 44-year-old lawyer Gordon Dean as chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission there is an interesting background. It deals with 
how the AEC has been getting on with its work in what has been 
called its "radioactive squirrel cage." 


Aside from two years in U. S. Naval Intelligence service, Gordon 


Dean's 20-year career has been entirely in the legal profession. He 
has been law professor, Department of Justice attorney, public rela- 
tions man for Justice Robert H. Jackson in prosecuting Nazis at the 
Nuremberg trials. 


From 1940 to 1943 Mr. Dean was in private law practice in Wash- 


ington. He was a partner of Sen. Brien McMahon of Connecticut, 
Chairman of the Congressional Joint Committee on Atomic Energy. 
Senator McMahon naturally supported Dean's original appointment to 
the commission hi May 1949 and his elevation to the chairmanship. 


The Atomic Energy Commission can use good legal talent. It has 


a complex law to administer, and many legal contracts. Its first 
chairman, David E. Lilienthal, was educated as a lawyer. But he had 
some years in engineering and public administration on Tennessee 
Valley Authority before he was made head of AEC. 


Chairman Dean who succeeds him had no scientific or engineering 


experience until he was appointed to AEC by President Truman. 
n"»HE first year of any AEC member's time is spent largely in finding 
••• what it's all about. For instance, New York engineer and indus- 
trialist Thomas E. Murray, appointed to the commission last March, 
has spent nearly all his time since than in visiting AEC's many instal- 
lations: 


Of the other commission members, Dr. Henry DeWolf Smyth, author 


of the Smyth report, is a scientist serving a one-year term. Sumner T. 
Pike, industrialist and financier, is senior member ol the commission; 
and has just been confirmed for a new four-year term. 


As chairman, Dean is expected to produce smoother relations with 


Congress, and with the armed services. 


Former Chairman Lilienthal and Vice Chairman Pike have chafed 


a good bit under both. They felt that reporting to the Atomic Energy, 
Appropriations, Military Affairs and even Un-American Activities 
Committeejs took so much time it handicapped their work on devel- 
oping the 'atomic energy program itself. 
' 


Also, both Lilienthal and Pike had strong views on keeping AEC 


a civilian agency and concentrating on development of civilian uses 
of atomic energy. Chairman Dean -is expected to go along a little 
closer with Department of Defense ideas. 
CHAIRMAN DEAN'S several speeches of the past year — which he 
^ has written himself — have revealed no startlingly new ideas. 


He has analyzed the four main problems of the Atomic Energy Com- 


mission as follows: 1. Civilian vs. military control. 2. Greater secrecy 
vs. declassification of scientific knowledge. 3. Concentration on peace- 
time or military applications of atomic energy. 4. Government mo- 
nopoly vs. private industrial development. 


He is regarded in Washington as a career official whose ambition to

North Korean'troops, undoubtedly under Russian instruction, have 
consistently used a technique of tank warfare that repeatedly 
smashed the Americans' lines, scattered the defenders like marbles 
kicked by an angry boy and sent them reeling in retreat. It was 
successful largely because the Communists outnumbered the Amer- 
icans and Red armor and artillery were superior to anything op- 
posed to them. These sketches illustrate the three phases of the 
Communists' tank-spearheaded attack. First the Reds bring up 
anywhere from 10 to 30 tanks under cover of darkness. They're 


40-ton nasties mounting rapid-firing 76 or 88-mm. guns capable of 
smashing a U. S. 105-mm. gun emplacement like a hammer on an 
egg. The tanks, assembled behind a ridge if possible, then punch 
straight through along a main road—preferably in foggy or rainy 
weather, when the American air force is blind. The punch ia like a 
six-inch left hook—so sudden the Americans' positions are overrun 
before they know what is happening. And too late for the air force 
to strike. Yank officers report: "They split my company before we 
could get into the fight." And "When the sun came out there were 


eight of their tanks right in front of us." After the tanks ' have 
crashed through, the North Korean infantry leap from trucks and 
proceed ..to envelope the Americans. Frequently fog blindfolds the 
defenders, enabling the infiltrating Communists to infest defense 
positions. In these early attacks, it was a story of too few with 
too little against too many with too much. When enough reinforce- 
ments In man-power and fire-power can be brought into the fight, 
the dark page of the Korean war's introduction can turn to disclose 
a brighter chapter.

For Autumn Harvest Sow 
Early Vegetable Varieties 


frost Improves the flavor ot broad-leaved endive. 


Quickest maturing vegetable Is the 
early radish wliich matures in 20 
days; and slowest are winter on- 
ions which require 115 days. 


Between these extremes are oth- 
er vegetables, which may take, 30, 
40, CO or 80 days to reach the size 
and quality wliich best fits them 
for table use. 
• In the early spring, these ma- 
turity dates are of less significance 
than later. Early varieties should 
always be sown for an early har- 
vest, but the late ones also should 
be sown for fall and winter use. 
As summer advances, however, 
maturity dates become more im- 
portant, and before sowing any 
crop the gardener should make 
sure It has time to mature be- 
fore winter sets In. 
Seed catalogues usunlly give the 
maturity date for each variety list- 
ed. From your local weather bu- 
reau you can ascertain the aver- 
age date of the first lulling frost 
in your vicinity. Compare these 
two, and you can easily avoid crops 
which have no chance to develop 
tully before winter cornes. 


Until June 15, however, there are 


few vegetables which cannot be 
sown with good chances of a crop. 
Long season crops are lima beans, 
broccoli, cabbage, celery, collards, 
cucumbers, egg plant, kale, leek, 


onion, parsley, parsnips, pepperi, 
New Zealand spinach, rutabaf*. 
salsify, squash,' Swiss chard and 
tomatoes. After June 15, these may 
be risky. 
' 
. 
Cauliflower and brussels sprouts 


are fall crops, and seeds should 
always be sown late. 
There are two salad crops which 
are at their best In the fall—endive 
and Chinese cabbage. Chinese cab- 
bage which matures In 90 days is 
difficult to grow in the summer, be- 
cause it runs to seed, but in the 
short days of autumn, it makes 
beautiful, elongated heads of crisp 
leaves "having a suggestion of cab- 
bage flavor which are delicious 
cooked or raw. 
Vegetable crops which should act 


be sown in June include peas, 
early radishes, lettuce and spinach. 
All these require cool weather, and 
you may sow very early kinds in 
August, so they vail mature in the 
autumn. Sweet corn is a crop for 
late sowing. Early kinds may be 
put in as late as July 1, and the 
finest corn is often produced by 
late sown seed. 


Quick maturing crops Include 
snap beans, beets, carrots, endive, 
lettuce, kohlrabi, turnips, spinach; 
peas and radishes. The later you. 
sow, 
the "earlier" should be the 
variety you sow.
